About 400 to 500 Red troops 


were dug in on the hills as the 
tank column surged up a road in 
a surprise attack on the Com- 
munist from the rear.

day to a $5,864,301,178 military 
construction program designed to 
shape up this 'country's defenses 
against Russia.

few items sent the bill.to Presi- 
dent Truman. 


The measure authorizes con- 


struction of hundreds of air bases, 
depots, training camps and other 
military installations in this coun- 
try and abroad. Congress has yet 
to appropriate the money to pay 
for them. 


The biggest share of the pro- 


gram is for the air force—ap- 
proximately $3,480,000.000 includ- 
ing about $1,000,000,000 to build 
a string of secert overseas bases 
girdling Russia.

WASHINGTON _(AP)— Sen- 


ator McMnhon (D-Conn) called 
today for all-out mass production 
of atomic weapons to -equip a 
mighty atomic army, navy and 
air force. He said emphasis on 
atomic rather than conventional 
armaments would save U.S. tax- 
payers $30,000,000,000 a year. 


The chairman of the Senate- 


House Atomic Energy committee 
declared In a prepared senate ad- 
dress that all-out mass production 
could bring the cost of an A-bomb 
down to less than that of a tank. 


He urged that this country 


spend $6,000,000,000 a year to 
equip an atomic army, navy and 
air force which he said could guar-

American 
security 
by 


making it impossible for Russia 
to attack the free world. 


"Money spent upon the atomic 


bomb could pulverize a dozen en- 
emy war plants at no more ex- 
pense than destroying a single 
plant with TNT—and this says 
nothing of the fact that one plane 
can deliver one A-bomb as against 
the huge armadas needed to de- 
liver an equivalent cargo of block- 
busters."

U. N. representatives would meet 
Red armistice delegation leaders 
at 9 a.m. Thursday (6 p.m., CST) 
at Panmunjom, Red checkpoint 
southeast of Kaesong, apparently 
to discuss the charge.

quested the meeting but were not 
clear as to what subject would be 
discussed. 


It gave no details about the four 


Allied soldiers. 


It was the 12th time since the 


Korean war armistice talks opened 
at Kaesong July 10 that the Com- 
munists have charged the United 
Nations with violating the the 
five-mile neutral zone. 


The U.N. command has admit- 


ted one of these charges—that one 
of its planes strafed the zone acci- 
dentally Sept. 10.

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No Big Increase Is Foreseen in Beef Cattle Price Level 


Larger Supply 
Of Animals Can 
Bring Decline 
~ 


Prospective Profits 
From Feeding This 
Year Will Be Small

There 
are 
four 
outstanding 


facts in the present beef cattle 
situation: (1) prices are excep- 
tionally high, (2) market sup- 
plies are rather small, (3) pro- 
duction is increasing rapidly, and 
(4) 
prospective profit margins 


from feeding cattle are small. 


Prices of beef and beef cattle 


are 
high in comparison with 


prices of hogs and other farm 
products. The U.S. and state de- 
partments of agriculture have 
fairly reliable records on prices 
going back to 1910. 


Recent prices of hogs have been 


about twice their 40 year aver- 
age. The average of all prices re- 
ceived by farmers shows about 
the game increase—that is, the in- 
dex number of prices received by 
farmers is Just about twice as high 
M its 40-year average. But prices 
for beef cattle are about three 
and one-half times their 40-year 
average. 


Price* Are Now High 


Farmers know that prices of 


beef cattle are high, consequently 
many are getting into what ap- 
pears to be a profitable business. 
To increase production, breeding 
market. In this way farmers and 
ranchers increased their herds by 
two million head in 1949 and by 
four million head in 1950. For 
1951 the increase will be even 
greater, probably around six to 
seven million head. By'the end 
of this year we will have 90 to 91 
million "head of cattle on farms. 
In two more years we may have 
100 million head. Thus we are in 
the process of creating a large 
supply of beef on the hoof and 
increasing future production ca- 
pacity at the same time. When 
marketings of cattle 
increase, 


their value will fall. 
• Prospective profits from feed- 
ing cattle are as high as prices 
for fat cattle. Prices for feeder 
calves are considerably higher 
than prices for slaughter steers of 
comparable quality. 


Consumer buying power prob- 


ably will increase during the next 
year, but this does not guarantee 
higher prices for beef cattle. In- 
creased production and price con- 
trols seem likely to offset in- 
creased consumer demand for beef. 


Expect Continuing Controls 
We expect price controls to be 


continued through 1952. Labor- 
consumer groups who want price 
controls greatly outnumber the 
people who are opposed to them.

U. S. Infantry 
To Dig in for 
A-Bomb Blasts

AP Military Affairs Reporter 
WASHINGTON — (AP)— Fiv, 


thousand U.S. fighting men arc 
going to learn by the actual ex 
plosions of live ammunition how 
to operate when a battlefield is 
blasted and seared under atomic 
barrage. 


These men and officers drawn 


from the army, navy and air force 
and including an army battalion 
combat team, will get their atomic 
warfare indoctrination during a 
new series of nuclear tests at the 
Frenchman Flats, Nov., atomic 
weapons proving ground. 


The military has designed as 


"exercise desert rock" this first 
atomic warfare troop maneuver. 


EstabUshil Position 


The combat team will establish 


a battle position, dig trenches and 
dugouts and string wire before 
each explosion. Then they will 
move to safe positions as the ex- 
plosion comes, an official army 
announcement yesterday explain- 
ed. 


Presumably, their places in the 


trenches and foxholes will be tak- 
en by blast and heat recorders and 
geiger counters to record what 
would happen to them as the deto- 
nation occurs and for the period of 
radiation d a n g e r immediately 
after. 


If the explosions occur in the 


air (as they would in the-case o£ 
bombs dropped or shell fired for 
maximum effect against troops 
deployed in the field) the troops 
will be able to resume their posi- 
tions within a few minutes be- 
cause there will be no dangerous 
residual radioactivity.

Progress of .Big Three Meetings 
on German Issue Is Good News 


Coming on the heels of success at San Francisco, the 


Big Three's progress at Washington on issues affecting Ger- 
many is almost too good to be true. 


Top American, British and French officials agreed with- 


out reservation that Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower should be 
authorized to create a unified European army, including Ger- 
man forces. 
» 


This in essence is the French plan, but until now it had 


been resisted by both Britain and the United States. When 
Eisenhower himself endorsed the proposal, the latter two 
countries underwent a change of heart. 


The agreement clears the way for greater speed in the 


organization of effective European defense. How to handle 
the problem of German rearmament, had continuously 
plagued Western relations. 
r 
• • • 


It should not be forgotten, however, that the Germans 


have minds of their own. Though the Bonn government is 
thoroughly committed to the West, there has been no en- 
thusiasm for rearmament in Western Germany up to now. 


The chief reasons have been fear of being trampled in a 


Russian offensive toward the Atlantic, and reluctance to bear 
arms until they have political equality. 


Fully aware of this obstacle, the Big Three foreign min- 


isters also acted at Washington to remove it by preparing to 
give Bonn as nearly an independent status as is possible for 
a divided nation living under direct Russian threat. 


The diplomats will offer the Germans not a peace treaty 


but a "peace contract" which will closely resemble it. Under 
this arrangement,'the Allied occupation would be officially 
ended and Western forces would become "defense troops" 
aiding the Germans. Bonn would have a high degree of con- 
trol over German affairs, except where seizure by internal 
or external anti-democratic forces threatened. 
• • •

The price for this contract would be German participa- 


tion in the European defense army. 


If this peace contract is engineered as planned, and ac- 


cepted by Bonn on Allied terms, Germany will be pulled into 
the Western orbit almost as completely as Japan. 


Obviously, this is a goal eminently desired by the West. 


By the same token, it is a condition the Soviet Union must 
hope to prevent.- Russian foreign policy for six years has 
been pointed toward the winning of Japan and Germany. 
What will Moscow do if both slip irretrievably from Com- 
munist grasp? 
* 


On the answer to that question could hinge the issue of 


peace or war in the next 12 months.

He 
said he had one important require- 
ment between him and his pho- 
tographers and that there should 
be rapport between him and his 
photographers and that there 
could be no rapport betewecn him 
and me. He said 'I would feel 
that you were a spy for the FBI, 
in my office. As far as I am con- 
cerned, you are a spy.' The tele- 
phone rang and he asked me to 
step outside while he answered as 
though I would evesdrop on his 
conversation. 


"Later, Bruce Gould called me 


in and said he wanted to apolo-

ployers were told yesterday they 
may grant salary increases for 
merit of length of service up to six 
per cent of their annual payroll.

served as a shock absorber and probably saved Sala a 
serious injury. 


Dr. Charles Muzzicato, acting chairman of the state

He 
was quick to add that there was no way to tell if the 
mat had prevented it. However, he said, the mat had 
stopped Sala's head from "bouncing," often the cause of 
injury.
